At tbe National Convention, tbe 
subject of a College for deaf-mute girls 
was brought up by Mr. Oarraway, of 
Mississippi, bat, on account of the 
limited time at the disposal of that 
assembly it was not discussed. Miss 
Angie Puller afterwards started the 
question by a well-written article 
published in the Jouknal, which she 
has followed up by others equally to 
the prftnL Miss Fuller advocated the 
•stablishinent of a College for higher 
education. 

Miss Lizzie McComb differed from 
Miss Fuller and suggested the es 
tablirdi merit of an institution that 
would enable tbe deaf-mute girls, 
to become capable of doing their 
duty in tbe sphere for which 
women are best fitted, the domes- 
tic art.

The mutes, 
thernHelvoH, realize the great imfior- 
tanoe of thene schools better than 
anyone clue. They understand how 
essential it in that they ahould get 
good education. Hence their aesirs 
for a well conducted college where 
they can go and study higher bran eh 
en than are taught at the State Irmti 
tulioriH. This desire is met in the 
shape of a National College at Wash- 
ington, but HH thin college is for 
males exclusively, and uh there is no 
college or seminary for the ladies, 
this very praiseworthy and honorable 
ambition of deaf mutes, for know- 
ledge is not fully answered, and will 
not be until the ladies are provided 
for. 

It is natural and right that tbey 

should wish to enter the College at 
Washington, and upon what ground 
or for what reason the doors or said 
institute are barred against them 
passes my comprehension. The Btn- 
dentsare foolishly prejudiced against 
the girls and oppose them, bnt why 
they do so is a mystery. They have 
bSysd absolutely no reason why the 
ladies should not be admitted, and I 
think to oppose without a reason is 
poor policy. The fact is, there is no 
reason, unless it may he inferred that 
they are not gentlemen enough to 
give the ladies dun respect and defer- 
ence. 

Bnt they have nothing to do with 
the College anyhow, and it makes no 
difference whether they object to the 
admittance of the girls or not, and I 
have only been led to speak of them 
by the fact that the girls scorn to 
think that they are " lord and mas- 
ter " at Kendall fireon, and if they 
siiy they will not have the girls the 
question is settled forever. They 
said they would not have the " nig- 
bot they have got him. 

Now, the deaf mute ladies throngh- 

out the country have pretty generally 
f/iven up all hope of ever entering tbe 
National College, and are making ef- 
forts to establish a Seminary of lluu 
own ; and it is chiefly to discourage 
this plan that this article is written 
I am against, such a project, because 
I feel convinced it will be an ntti i 
failure, and that by attempting the 
enterprise they are putting them 
selves to great expense and trouble 
for nothing.

dodge, ana proposed to take him to 
the station house. This scared I'Ved 
crick, and he made a dash for the 
front door and down to Town Street 
with the attendant after him. Upon 
reaching the street, he struck for an 
alley, and darkness put an end to the 
chase. It is said he was around 
again the other day. Maybe he is and 
maybe he is not deaf and dumb. Time 
will tell.

No specimen of writing seems more 
worthy of cultivation than Biography. 
The subject of this sketch, as you well 
know, was a character well worth 
studying, and a young man who would 
have never suffered in public opinion 
by a careful analysis of his history. 

He was born near Franklin Johnson 
county Indiana, Sept. 18th, 1856, and 
was the fourth child. His father, 
Samuel Brown, a man of sterling in- 
tegrity irreproachable character and 
gentle disposition, emigrated from 
Shelby County, Ry.. in 1847, and has 
since resided near Franklin, but only 
at his present beautiful home since 
1872. John worked on his father's 
farm until eighteen years of age, at- 
tending the district school in winter. 
His parents, persons of rare worth 
and intelligence, early instilled into 
his youthful mind those high princi- 
ples of morality and christiauity whioh 
he so nobly retained. Even his ad- 
versaries, though they might be de- 
feated in argument and measures, 
would never speak unkindly of him 
or impeach his honor or integrity. 
On the 1st day of Feb., 1874, he was 
stricken down with a burning fever, 
commonly known as "spotted fever." 
He grew rapidly worse the 2d and 
Bd days, and on the 4th a gloom and 
sadness was cast upon the entire fami- 
ly, by the knowledge of the fact that 
he had entirely lost his hearing. The 
sad event we supposed would mar his 
happiness forever. But when he re- 
covered after an illness of eight weeks, 
he bore his misfortune with that 
same spirit of patience and humility, 
which so beautifully marked his char 
actor during his whole life. Tho 
•fever affected his head so much, that 
for the two or three years following 
his recovery, he wns very dizzy, es- 
pecially while walking or riding, so he 
spenf the greater part of his time 
reading. 

After spending a great deal of time 
in reading histories, biographies. 
S, etc, he thought of adding 
something more to his stock of knowl 
edge by entering school So in Sept. 
of 1877, he entered the " Deaf and 
Dumb Institution," for the education 
of the Deaf and Dumb, at Indianapo- 
lis. 

He had been there but a short time, 
when he had won the respect of both 
teachers and pupils, by his zeal for 
study and nianless of character. He 
made the school his home and books 
Ids companions. He seemed to ever 
tliink that: 
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After graduating from a worthy 
Institution, he became impreaaed 
with a desire for a still better educa- 
tion, and prompted hy the most 
exalted motives, and in order that his 
talent force might put, on the greatest 
abilities and the highest usefulness as 
an educator, he entered the "Nation- 
al Deaf Mute College," at Rendall 
Green, near Washington, D. C. 

He had been numbered with the 
students of that most excellent col- 
lege since September, of 1879, until 
ins college days were suddenly 
brought to an end, by his untimely 
death on the evening of November 
10th. 1880. He had gained the high- 
est esteem of all with whom he as- 
sociated. 

He was putting forth an extra ef- 
fort of his work in school, and was 
receiving the encoursgenunt of his 
many warm friends, who so sadly 
lament his absence. But they can 
comfort themselves with the thought 
of that beautiful home on high, where 
we shall meet him to part no more. 

He has written his name on the 
hearts of men never to be erased. 
But we have 

lain sens to aaar. 

We hare borne him pentlv to his not, 

Cheerfully hin loved form taken 
To the tomb of one so blent, 

To nevermore on earth awaken I 
Closed the weary, mortal eyes, 

Ne'er again to see life's sadness,
